Ghosts have an unnerving 
habit of turning up with bits 
missing.

There’s nothing more 
likely to get the populace 
fleeing in panic-stricken circles 
than a ghost with his head not 
attached to his body by the 
conventional means i.e. a neck. 
It's either that, or disembodied 
hands floating like evil five- 
legged spiders through the 
dusk to do us some nastiness. 
Why? Are they all lost parts of 
some Supercosmic mix-and- 
match set? What is the reason- 
ing behind Partial Formation 


Apparitions, or ‘ghosts who 
turn up with bits missing’ as 
Peter calls them? 


PARTIAL FORMATION APPARI- 
TIONS 

Ghostbusters the world over 
generally consider the prime 
causal device behind the Par- 
tial Formation Apparitions is 
a thing politely referred to as 
‘Demise Status’, which to you 
or me and especially Peter, 
really means the manner in 
which the ghost originally 
died. Some case _ histories 
should elucidate this. 

1) Princess Olga of Murminsk. 
At the annual ice festival at 
Murminsk in 1776, Princess 
Olga was decapitated in a 
bizarre accident involving a 
skipping rope, three yaks and 
an over-enthusiastic goatherd.

2) The Vandenburgh Seven. A 
particularly grisly apparition, 
to be found floating at waist- 
level on the third floor of the 
Vandenburgh Department 
Store in Ottawa. This has been 
seen every year since the seven 
members of the Lansome fami- 
ly were slain in a freak escala- 
tor accident in 1908. 

Thus — Demise Status: Doesn't 
bear thinking about = Full- 
torso floaters. 


3) St AElfric the Still. Chronicles 
from Mercia tell the sad 
tale of AElfric, a chieftain of 
the Saxons who was captured 
by Viking Berserkers after the 
battle of Spinney’s Bridge. AEI- 
fric had a habit of scratching 
his head when worried. The 
Danes told him to sit still and 
be quiet or face the consequ- 
ences. That made #Elfric 


worse. So, with the care and 
consideration for which they 
are famed, the Vikings cut off 
his arms and head to stop him 
scratching. 

Just to be sure, they buried 

the body in four different pits. 
When his people later dug up 
the body after the Danes had 
gone, to give their unfortun- 
ate lord a proper burial, they 
found that the arms returned 
to the head of their own 
accord for a good scratch, AEI- 
fric was later canonised (made 
into a Saint) because of this 
miracle and buried at Win- 
chester. 
Thus — Demise Status: De- 
capitation and amputation = 
Ghost body parts move of their 
own accord. 


4) Nogger Bristow. This ghost 
has appeared since 1967, fol- 
lowing the death of Nogger 
Bristow, who was trying to 
drive his taxi under the 3.48 
from Crewe for a bet. 

Thus — Demise Status: Messy = 
a ghost flat cap floating seven 
feet above the level crossing at 
Rugby. 


5) Sir Adrian Lobbingly. Lob- 
bingly was the court hat-maker 
to King John, who was be- 
headed for treason after sug- 
gesting that the king might 
like to try a hat not made of 
jewel-encrusted gold. The 
ghost now wanders the halls of 
Bokklesbury Castle, holding his 
head in his hands, wailing that 
he can never again try on his 
prized creations. 

Thus — Demise Status: De- 
capitation = Headless Ghost. 
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Tuesday, 15th November 1988 

It sure felt funny going back to the Sedgewick 
Hotel. Last time we were there, it was back in 
the early days, back B.W.S.W. (Before We 
Saved the World). It was then that we first met 
and busted Slimer. Times have changed. 


Well, fate being what it is, we were back 
again under rather different circumstances. 
The 13th annual Congress for the Research, 
Experimentation and Evaluation of the Para- 
normal (C.R.E.E.P.), was being held in the 
hotel during the last weekend in November. 
Egon had been invited as a guest speaker. 
Janine and | were going along to give him 
moral support, leaving Ray and Peter in 
charge of the business for the weekend. Oh 
yes, and Slimer came with us by-stowing away 
in a suitcase, but that’s another story. 

Any how, it was all a bit of a trial. Man, the 
place was full of weird academic guys who 
were all like Egon. Too much! | found myself 
queueing for lunch behind four guys from the 
Occultism Institute of Ohio, who were all 
animatedly discussing typographical errors in 
the sixth edition of Tobin’s Spirit Guide, or 
sitting through a lecture on Omni-present, 
Bi-retracting Repeaters (Full torso). Actually, | 
slept through that one. It was so dull. | can’t 
imagine why Janine went along at all. 


We Ghostbusters had a display stand in the 
main theatre hall where our busting equip- 
ment was on display for all those interested. 
At the stall next to ours was a squat little guy 
called Hubert Dangerfield who said he repre- 
sented the Idaho chapter of the International 
Ghostfinder's Brotherhood. He said he'd 
heard of The Real Ghostbusters, but didn’t 
give much creedance to these new fangled 
‘gizmos’, as only the ‘tried and tested old 
ways’ were effective against phantoms and 
the Devil's work. 

Dangerfield was good enough to show me 
some of the ‘tried and tested old ways’ he was 
displaying on his table. Wow. Real state-of- 
the-art. . . sheep’s bladders. . . and very, very 
high-tech. . . mandrake roots and birch twigs 
and newts. No doubt, he would have showed 
me some wing of bat if I'd asked him. 

“Anyway,” said Dangerfield pressing on 
and handing me a pamphlet entitled Alche- 
mical Jewelry: the Magical Gift. “What's your 
position on the sixth edition debate?” 

“Sorry?” | replied, politely. 

"The Sixth Edition Debate!” Dangerfield 
exclaimed with capital letters in case I'd miss 
heard. “The debate over the typographical 
errors in the sixth edition of Tobin!” 

“| don’t know anything about it,” | ven- 
tured truthfully. 

Dangerfield then exploded, verbally, in a 
great tirade about ‘cowboy freelancers’, ‘ill- 
prepared, disbelieving amateurs’ and con- 
cluded by announcing to all and sundry that 
no one in this day and age could hope to 
combat phantoms and the Devil's work with- 
out a keen understanding of the ‘old ways’, a - 
thorough knowledge of all the major and 
minor works in the occult genre and, a fun- 
damentally large supply of sheep's bladders. 

All of the C.R.E.E.P. delegates nodded 
solemnly in agreement. Suddenly, | felt very 
silly about being a Ghostbuster, and about 
never reading Egon’s Spirit Guide, and about 
believing that a Proton Gun was all | needed 
to bust ghosts.
